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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-5, drawn to a contactless sheet resistance measurement 
apparatus, classified in class 324, subclass 765. 

II. Claims 6-8, drawn to a contactless sheet resistance measurement 
method, classified in class 324, subclass 158.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used to practice different process, such 
as adjustment of light flux to obtain linear dependence of the SPV signal versus light 
flux. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

7. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species:

maximum frequency corresponding to bandwidth of SPV preamplifier and lock-in 
amplifier; and claim 8 required measurement of SPV signals and its phase shifts, Vs1 
phase 1 and Vs2 phase 2 form transparent and non transparent electrodes.
